Johnson promised a new look 


at industrial development, en- 
couragement of truck farming 
to bolster 
a sagging cotton- 


based agriculture, salary in- 
creases for school teachers, in- 
creased 
benefits for 
welfare 


clients and a tax cut for all. 


But Johnson aimed his cam- 


paign at 
the federal govern- 


ment from the start. He called 
on voters to tell Washington, by 
supporting him, that they were 
tired of a no-win war in Viet 
Nam, 
federal controls desegre- 


gation guidelines, foreign aid 
and protection for civil rights 
demonstrators. 


When he led a preferential 


primary ticket by 13,000 votes 
two weeks ago, he called his 
showing "a crack in the in- 
vincible armor of Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
that 
will 
be 
seen 


around the world." 


Johnson 
bolted 
the Demo- 


cratic Party two years ago to 
support Barry Goldwater, the 
Republican 
candidate, 
against 


President Johnson. He said he 
did so because the President 
would not qualify as a Demo- 
crat 
under 
the conservative 


rules of the Arkansas Party. 


His enemies hoped the bolt 


would react against him. It ap- 
parently consolidated 
the con- 


servative support he has had 


since he emerged as a spokes* 
man for segregationists during 
racial troubles of the 1950s. 


Johnson ran for governor on 


a 
segregationist 
platform 
in 


1956, 
but Faubus swamped him. 


Two years later, with segrega- 
tionist sentiment crystallized in 
the wake of the Little R o c k 
integration 
crisis, 
he 
was 


elected to the Supreme Court. 
His eight-year term would have 
expired this year if he had not 
run for governor. 


Holt tried vainly to turn the 


Johnson tide by asserting that 
his election might damage Ar- 
kansas' profitable participation 
in federal aid programs. Holt 
pledged to continue the Faubus 
policy of friendly co-operation 
with Washington. 


Holt also asserted that John- 


son's election would spawn vio- 
lence 
because of his racial 


views. He said Johnson and his 
"apostles of discord" would 
make Arkansas "a last-ditch 
battleground in a war against 
the 20th Century."

are still living in the steamship 
age when it comes to sex and 
ethics." 


The couple talked in detail 


about their sexual habits and 
their attitudes toward homosex- 
uality, incest and premarital 
love. 


Philip Saville, who wrote and 


directed Exit 19, avoided profes- 
sional actors for the roles of the 
man and the girl, who in the 
script were engaged. 


Instead he picked Jack Bond, 


28, a film editor, and Maureen 
Safhlll, 21, an art student. 


Saville said he inter viewed 120 


girls for the part and chose 
Maureen, a pretty blonde, be- 
cause "she Is a really modern 
girl — absolutely free in her 
attitudes." 


Complaints from viewers be- 


gan coming in after the pro- 
gram's opening sequence snow- 
ing the couple in bed, with the 
girl apparently naked. 


The dialogue Included such 


exchanges as: 


Jack: "When did you first 


make love?" 


Maureen: "At 17." 
Jack: "Did you enjoy It?"

Saville supplied the questions.

Dear Helen: We had to wait 


most of our lives to own a home 
we could afford, 
This is a sup- 


posedly good neighborhood, yet 
from the night we moved in, we 
have been harassed, intimidated 
and shunned. 


It started with doorbell ring- 


ing at 3 a.m.; then knocking at 
our windows, broken locks and 
an attempt to break down our 
porch. They hit our house with 
snowballs in winter and stones 


of big ticket items such as new 
cars, have also resulted in high- 
er costs of doing business — and 
therefore of an even greater 
urge to raise the prices of the 
goods and services involved. 


And the government's volun- 


tary guidelines have been effec- 
tive largely in cases where the 
administration held a whiphand. 
The price of aluminum was held 
down because the government 
had huge defense stockpiles of 
surplus 
metal 
with which it 


could threaten to flood the mar- 
ket. In the great majority of 
cases, industrial prices — and 
wage scales — have gone up, 
almost unnoticed. 


Except by the consumer. He 


now is very aware of the rising 
cost of living. 


The cost of many services has 


been 
going up steadily 
right 


along. It took a big jump in food 
prices early in the year, and 
again in midsummer, to bring 
the housewive to the loudly pro- 
testing stage. 


Her bills had suddenly started 


rising much faster than her hus 
band's pay check. It, in fact, 
had been clipped a bit, first by 
higher 
Social Security taxes, 


and then by larger withholding 
for federal income taxes. And in 
many cases the income-clipping 
also extended to higher state 
and local taxes. 


Our doorbell was 
vandalized, the cement steps to 
the front walk smashed. 


We are wakened at 4 a,m, by 


neighbors loudly 'imping heavy 
trash in the alley. Add1, foot* 
prints in the snow under ourwln* 
dows sV>#r-.1 we'd had prowlers 
in the night. 


They deliberately cut across 


our lawn, wearing a path bare. 
In desperation we put up a fence. 
It was torn down in less than a 
week. 


We nearly stood on our heads to 


be friendly when we came here, 
but nothing helped. We are NOT 
of a minority race, but maybe 
we're of a minority age, as some- 
times age prejudice is as vicious 
as race prejudice. 


We've tried to reason out the 


cause and can only think that the 
former occupant of the house was 
mad that the owners sold it and 
"did him out of" a home to rent. 
Possibly he has spread rumors 
and started vandalism so that 
we will move and he can rent it 
again. I can't find out — no one 
speaks. 


We lived long years in our for- 


mer home without trouble, but 
here we offered friendship and 
got brickbats. What can we do? 
- Hurt 


Dear Hurt: I can't believe a 


whole neighborhood would be vic- 
ious, so I'm inclined to agree 
this may be the work of one per- 
son who wants you out of the 
house. Ask police protection. 


And ask a few neighbors in 


for tea. Even though they've heard 
bad things about you, they will 
probably come out of curiosity. 
Then perhaps you can get to the 
bottom of all this discrimination.

What 
type is that? 
A—Piston murmur is not a 


standard medical term but 
your doctor's advice is excel- 
lent. Many murmurs are of 
no consequence and yet may 
be a source of unnecessary 
worry. When a heart disease 
is present other findings are 
of much greater importance. 


Q—what is the 
signifi- 


cance, cause and effect of a 
very slow pulse? Is there any 
remedy for it? 


A—A pulse rate may be as 


low as 30 per minute and be 
of no significance so long as 
there is no evidence of heart 
block (interference with the 
conduction of nervous stimu- 
lation within the heart); in- 
creased pressure inside the 
skull due to hemorrhage, tu- 
mor or brain abscess; poison- 
ing with digitalis, salicylates 
or other drugs; or markedly 
low activity of the thyroid 
(myxedema). If any treatment 
'is required it could consist 
of removing the cause. 


Q—Is there any first aid 


treatment for heart attacks? 


A—Anyone who is subject 


to coronary heart attacks or

cus or staphylococcus. Other 
causes include tuberculosis, 
uremia, cancer and direct in- 
jury. The disease may be mild 
or severe depending on a va- 
riety of factors. You can best 
avoid recurrences by observ- 
ing the rules of hygiene and 
keeping as physically fit as 
possible. 


Q—I stay hungry all the 


time no matter how much I 
eat.

by misguided people of all ages 
and colors, many of whom are 
avowed believers in violence 
and extremism, and some of 
whom also are either members 
of or officers in the Communist 
party," the report said. 


The rioting, which broke out 


July 18, was followed by wide- 
spread 
fire bombing, looting 


and vandalism. 


Four Negroes died of gunshot 


wounds and damage to property 
was estimated at more than 
$500,000. Some 2,000 Ohio Na- 
tional Guardsmen were called 
in and guard units stayed in the 
area for 12 days. 


Lewis G. Robinson, founder of 


the JFK (Jomo Freedom Keny- 
atta) House for young people 
was named by the grand jury as 
one of the "principal and recur- 
ring personalities in the chain of 
events 
which 
preceded" the 


Hough outbursts. 


Jurors reported finding evi- 


dence 
that instructions were 


given boys at the JFK House 
"in the use of molotov cocktails 
(fire bombs) and how and when 
to throw them to obtain maxi- 
mum effect." 


The report identified Robinson 


as holding membership in sev- 
eral "black nationalist clubs" 
and said evidence showed he 
"pledged reciprocal support to 
and with the Communist party 
of Ohio."
